Claims 
read on Figure 1 and Figure 5 are 1, 2, 3, 4, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, and 13. This election 
is made with traverse because of the presence of generic independent claim 1 and 
because there are non-elected claims which depend from independent claim 1. 
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
